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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 as amended does not recite ALL the limitations of cancelled claim 8. Cancelled claim 8 originally 
depended from claim 7. The limitations of claim 7 are not indued in currently amended claim 1 and therefore the scope of the claim has 
been changed, and thus the proposed amendments would require further consideration. Furthermore, the applicant argues that the 
combination of Morita and Hanson does not teach the newly amended claim 1 . The applicant states on page 7 of the response that 
Hanson does not disclose "the at least one display panel includes a main display panel and a sub display panel" and "a position sensing 
detector which detects at least the position of the main display panel withing the space," however, the examienr asserts that Hanson does 
teach this feature. The applcant also states that Hanson does not disclose "the at least one display panel presents at least a portion of 
the image information... according to its position. ..in the space", howvever, Hanson was not used to teach this feature of the claim. The 
applicant then asserts og page 8 that the display 1 10 of Hanson is "the space" for the output device 120, and the position of the display 
device 1 10 cannot be detected in intself, i.e. "the space" however the applicant provides no factual evidence as to why this is true. The 
claim does NOT state that the sub display even needs to be able to move within the space, and therefore even if display 1 10 takes up the 
entire space, the position is detected because it is always known. Regardless of the arguments presented, since original claim 8 has not 
been presented in newly amended claim 1 and the scope of the claim has been changed, the amendment would require further 
consideration. 
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
